What is abundance on a Florida piaz- 
za would he famine for a lumberjack 
where it's 20 degrees below zero. The 
ration changes every few weeks and 
every few miles to agree with what 
is in the market. 


The ration must be set by every 


household and by every Individual ac- 
cording to age, occupation, activity 
and residence. Finding the ration for 
each home and person requires Intelli- 
gent study of food values and intelli- 
gent advice from those who know how 
much nutrition is in each sort of food 
and how much it takes to keep going. 


Why not compulsory rations? 
The success of America's great ex- 


periment in democracy—the volunteer 
basis—as compared with partial fail- 
ure of all compulsory schemes is the 
best answer. 


Restricting Wheat.
